(less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and are measured approximately 4.5' 
above ground. Bearings and distances are measured from the monument to the mag nail.

Darren Norrington set a rebar with cap at this corner in 2009 per the Heartland Boundary Survey on file as RSIDOO0908. At the time 
of the survey, Norrington did not know about the stone at the East/16 corner of Section 1 (Per_X01) or the legal survey on file in Legal 
Survey Book 1, page 60. On his 2010 boundary survey for Cedar Springs on file as RSID002413, Norrington found and accepted the 
stone at the East/16 corner and the legal survey. Had those two pieces of evidence been available to him in 2009, it is possible that 
he would have accepted this stone as well. The 2015 and 2016 Borgman surveys referenced above built upon the 2009 Heartland 
Boundary Survey with no new analysis of the Section breakdown. The origin of the second rebar is unknown.

We set a five-foot t-post 0.5' south of the stone with a Monroe County "Protect Nearby Survey Marker" sign attached 2.3' above 
grade. We cut an “X” in the top of the stone, wrapped it with orange flagging, and spray painted it orange.

We accepted the stone as the best evidence of the corner with 2.3 feet of associated uncertainty.
